The Imprisoned Miners at 
Nanticoke 


ABANDONED TO THEIR FRIGHTFUL FATE. 


The Rescuing Party Hear the Victims’ Signals. 
but are Prevented by Another Cave- 


Atsomated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Pa,, Deo. 21.—There 
have been no new developments in 
regard to the entombed miners. A 
geug of sixty men went into the mine 
at 4 o'clock this morning, and are push- 
ing forward with the utmost exertion. 
The last messenger connected with the 
exploring party came out of the stope 
at 11:20 o'clock. He reports that nove 
of the men have as yet been discovered, 
and all hope of ever seeing their com- 
rades alive has again been abandoned.

The fall 
did not come { the surface, bat from 
an upper chamber. The officials in 
charge, after an exploration, thought it 
could be overcome within a few hours, 
and at 11:20 p. m. a new gang of ninety 
men were i 


in the fall, though wot badly 
injured. They were extricated with 
great difficulty. The men who were at 
work are afraid to re-enter the mine, 
and there appears to be no possibile hope 
of rescuing the imprisoned men alive. 
It is believed that it will take seven 
days to penetrate the mass of earth now 
o the passages. 
PITIABLE SCENES. 

The scenes around the mine are in- 
describable. The women and children 
who have hardly closed their eyes since 
Friday, are made nearly crazy by the 
freab calamity. Screams and wails of 
anguish from the women rend the air, 
while the disheartened and exbausted 
miners. sit around the mouth of the 
mine in sullen despair. Crowds of 
people for miles around are coming to 
view the scene of desolation. The 
town of Nanticoke is a place of universal 
weeping and lamentation. 

THE PRISONERS ABANDONED Ty THEIR 

FATE. 

Wrxeapanes, Pa., Dec. 22 —At 12:30 
this morning the wine officials at Nan- 
ticoke decided to abandon work in the 
air shaft on account of the cave-in and 
the presence of fire-damp.
